this refembles the former in nothing but its Bitternefs, for iwhieh 
only the Natives count it a fpecies of it. 
m. b. Note, that the many alterations which the Malabars have for 

the names of Plants, is apt to make confufion *, which, tho I avoid 
with all poffible care, yet at N. 2 6 . this Waapa-Maraum is there 
ftyl’d Nella Wamp idle-, and this is, I believe, the chief error l 
have, made of tJm kind.. S. B.
